Nam Is Tough

'WASHINGTON (AP) - 
When 


it-comes to priorities in getting 
the goods to the GI in South Viet 
Nam, the mail is right up there 
with bullets, beans and band- 
ages. 


And if Post Office and Penta- 


gon accounts are accurate, let- 
ters and packages are reaching 
U.S. 
servicemen in Southeast 


Asia with a speed and efficiency 
that makes the mail service of 
World War II and Korea look 
like the Pony Express. 


Vietnamese postal service is 


something else again. For in- 
stance, some Christmas cards 
mailed in the United States last 
December 
were delivered 
in 


June. Instances of lost or unde- 
livered mail are too numerous 
to count. Airmail from the Unit- 
ed States averages six or seven 
days but is erratic. 


The mail volume is increasing 


monthly. Last year the Army 
and Air Force alone accounted 
for more than 40,000 tons of 
mail between Viet Nam and the 
United States and within the Pa- 
cific Command area. It cost the 
Defense 
Department $34 mil- 


lion to move that mail between 
Asia and the U.S. West Coast— 
and that figure doesn't include 
the costs for moving military 
mail within this country. 


It's a slow boat to Viet Nam 


for larger packages. Unless the 
gender is willing to pay the rela- 
tively high cost of air 
parcel 


post — although it's cheaper 
than it used to be — he must 
expect a delay of 40 to 65 days 
for the over-five-pound parcel to 
reach its destination. 


These heavier packages cross 


the United States by train or 
truck, 
and 
then wait in San 


Francisco until a ship leaves for 
the 21-day trip across the Pacif- 
ic. 


When the ship reaches the 


harbor at Saigon, It runs into a 


United States also have free- 
mail privilege

Frequent complaints: 
— 
When a serviceman is 


killed in Viet Nam, all mail that 
was destined for him is held 
until the Army has verified that 
relatives 
have been 
ufficially 


notified. Only then is it returned 
to the senders. 


"We've had complaints about 


this," Col. Charles Azevedo, a 
Pentagon mail officer, 
said 


"But we just don't want the 
family, ignorant of what's hap- 
pened, wondering what's wrong 
when the mail comes back. 


— "When a man is wounded 


and evacuated into the hospital 
system, we take the time to see 
that his mail follows him all the 
way. This causes some delays, 
and we do get complaints. 


- "We do have losses. Planes 


crash and burn. But considering 
the volume we handle, our mail 
losses are no greater than those 
in the domestic postal service." 


He said the Pentagon inves- 


tigates every complaint, even if 
this takes a special radio mes- 
sage.

suggestions for Viet Nam mail- 
ers:

Use a five-cent stamp for 


letters. They'll go by air. But 
use a plain white envelope and 
don't write "air mail" on it or 
you'll

No matter how you feel 


about zip code numbers, don't 
fail to use the five-digit APO 
number in the San Francisco 
address. It's a locater number 
that can save days. 


— If you can break up ship-

advantage to do so. 


"We think we know what the

The initial Medicare enroll-

Thp important thing 


that every person neariner aee 
65 should know now, Blackwood 
ways, is that there is a definite 
enrollment period for them. 


According to law, every per- 


son must enroll during the 3- 
month period before the month he 
reaches age 65 for his coverage 
to be effective with the month 
he is 65. If he enrolls in the month 
he reaches age 65, his coverage 
is not effective until the next 
month. If a person waits until the 
third month after he reaches age 
65 to enroll, his coverage will 
not be effective until the third 
month after the month he en- 
rolled. These are important con- 
siderations, and Blackwood urges 
everyone to enroll during the 
three - month period before they 
reach 65. 


Blackwood also pointed out 


a major misconception held by 
many people who are nearing 65 
and are still working. Many of 
these people intend to continue 
working past age 65 and think 
they should wait until they re- 
tire and quit working before they 
file an application for Medicare.

said. 
These individuals 


should file their claims for Med- 
icare during the three-month per-

before they reach age 65.

ty. 


The public has been looking 


for bargains elsewhere— In the 
bond market, and in the interest 
rate war between financial in- 
stitutions. 


It has ignored the boost to 


stocks that would seem to He in 
the continuing rise in industrial 
production through June and in 
the 11 per cent gain in profits in 
recent months, compared with a 
year ago. 


Brokers 
explain the steep 


drops recently In stock prices as 
less the result of any rush to sell 
than of simple lack of any urge 
to buy— bargains or not. 


Tight money gets much of the 


blame, because it means inves- 
tors can get bigger yields from 
things other than stocks. 


But also playing a big role 


just now is the fear that a major 
labor-management fracas lies 
ahead. 
Union 
wage 
demands 


are growing— and the public has 
been made aware of them by 
strikes that disrupted trans- 
portation, or medical service, or 
production lines of Industries 
short of supplies. 


Some expect labor demands 


to get so high next year that 
management will refuse to ae° 
cept them. Or, if the demands 
are accepted, rising production 
costs could pinch off the profits 
that industry says it must have. 


To the investor all this spells 


caution In buying stocks. 


Some 
potential 
buyers 
of 


stocks 
may also have been 


frightened away by all the talk 
that rising living costs and 
growing fiscal demands of the 
war in Viet Nam will lead to 
higher taxes after the fall elec- 
tions. Higher taxes on corporate 
income will affect profits. And 
higher taxes on individuals will 
slow purchases of Industry's 
products.

Anyone taking 
this drug for more than two 
weeks should have frequent 
blood counts. 


Q—I am allergic to horse 


serum. What is the difference 
between toxin and antitoxin 
Can they be fatal? 


A—Toxin is the poison pro- 


duced by disease germs. It 
can be fatal. Antitoxin is an 
immunizing agent. Most anti- 


toxins into a horse and refin- 
ing the horse's serum after 
the horse has produced a high 
concentration of antitoxin.

TAIPEI, Formosa, (AP) - In 


.jrms of economic development 
Formosa and South Korea have 
emerged from the ruins of war 
Asia. 


Can South Viet Nam, with 


U.S. aid, match them when 
peace comes? 


Not so long ago Formosa and 


South Korea were as desperate 
as South Viet Nam, with their 
survival 
seemingly dependent 


on endless American aid. 


Formosa, 
stronghold of Na- 


tionalist China, is moving rapid- 
ly ahead now without JJ.S. aid. 
South Korea, increasingly confi- 
dent, is receiving loans instead 
of outright grants. 


Both countries started on the 


road to economic progress after 
wars against communism. Thus 
they stand as examples for Viet 
Nam. 


Both give hope to the United 


States, which has been pouring 
up to half a billion dollars a 
year in economic aid into South 
Viet Nam 


Chinese, Korean and Ameri- 


can experts say South Viet Nam 
ultimately can be self-sustaining 
but they caution that American 
aid must be used carefully and 
with an awareness of shortcom- 
ings that developed elsewhere. 
The Chinese and Koreans are 
helping the Americans in Viet 
Nam 
by 
sending technicians 


there to help teach techniques 
that Americans taught them. 


However, the Chinese and Ko- 


reans feel that the U.S. aid pro- 
gram in Viet Nam cannot really 
get under way until the war 
ends. 


"Based on our experience on 


the mainland, you cannot win 
two wars at once," says S. Y. 
Dao, economist who heads Na- 
tionalist China's Council foi In- 
ternational Economic Coopera- 
tion 
and 
Development. "You 


must win the military war be- 
fore 
you can win the social 


war." 


Oao points to the Chinese land

reform program which barely 
got under way on the mainland 
before the Communist takeover 
there. The reform was carried 
out in Formosa, giving more 
than 80 per cent of the island's 
farmers the ownership of the 
land they tilled. 


It was also the basis of a land 


reform program tried in South 
Viet Nam by the old Diem re- 
gime. Politics in Saigon and 
Red terrorism in the country- 
side blocked the effort. 


Americans in Formosa feel 


the reform here was successful 
because it was carried out by a 
strong government under condi- 
tions of peace and order. 


"The people first learned to 


feed and clothe themselves," an 
American 
explained. 
"Other 


developments followed natural- 
ly." • 


The concept was to provide 


employment for the farmers 
and thereby generate income. 
The result was the almost auto- 
matic development of industry. 


"We avoided show and pres- 


tige projects," one American 
said. 


The Chinese and Americans 


here say this is a major lesson 
for South Viet Nam. 


In both South Korea and For- 


mosa there has been waste, and 
the value of American restraint 
is generally recognized in hold- 
ing aid requests down. If the 
decisions were Taipei's alone, 
some Americans feel, National- 
ist China might still be obtain- 
ing U.S. aid. 


Another lesson for Viet Nam, 


according to the Chinese and 
Koreans, is political stability. 
Experts in Taipei credit t h e 
Chiang 
Kai-shek 
regime for 


this. 


Officials in Seoul acknowledge 


that much American aid was 
dissipated after the Korean war 
because of political unrest. The 
stability there the past two 
years, under President Chung 
Hee Park, looks like a key to 
South Korea's upswing. 


Diplomats and economists in 


Seoul and Taipei acknowledge 
that their countries may have 
had some advantages in com- 
parison with South Viet Nam. 


South Korea had a high litera- 


cy rate with a people known for 
theii capacity to learn. Formo- 
sa, although shattered by World 


War II and civil war, had basic 
things left over from its Japa- 
nese occupation such as power, 
railroads and some industry. 


But looking back, Americans, 


Chinese and Koreans admit they 
did not dream in the 1950s that 
these countries would be where 
they are today. 


Of the two Asian economies, 


Formosa's is far ahead. South 
Koreans, 
as they gain confi- 


dence, often speak of "catching 
up with Taiwan."
